President Taft Says  Recliproolty 
Would Weaken British Prefer. 
entlal Tariff 


President Taft, speaking to the 
newspapermen of the United States 
at a banquet held In New York, said: 
“Why should we not have a closer 


‘union with Canada? Think of the 
absurdity of separating Manitoba and 
Minneapolis by as great a distance as 
-Manitoba and Liverpool, when certain- 
‘ly Providence intended that their sepa: 
tration, socially and commercially, 
‘should only be that of their geogra- 
phical distance. Canadians have fur: 
‘nished us with a large number of our 
best citizens. We are giving them a 
large, number of the pick of our young 
farmers. Let us open the gateway 
between us. Let us give to both coun: 
‘tries the profit of the trade that God 
intended between us. Let the political 
governments remain as they are. Let 
‘us abolish arbitrary and artificial ob- 
‘structions to our association with our 
‘friends upon the north and derive tha 
‘mutual benefit that it will certainly 
/bring.” 

. In conolusion the President eaid: 
“I have said that this was « oritical 
‘time in the solution of the question 
‘of reciprocity. It is critical because, 
unless it {s now decided favorably to 
reolprocity, it is exceedingly probable 
‘that no such opportunity will ever 
‘again come to the United States, The 
forces which are at work in England 
‘and in Canada to separate her by a 
‘Chinese wall from the United States 
‘and to make her part of an Imperial 
‘commercial band reaching from Eng: 
‘land around the world to England 
again by a system of preferential tar- 
ffs, will derive an {mpetus from the 
rejection of this treaty, and if we 
iwould have reciprocity with all the 
advantages that I have described, and 
‘that I earnestly and sincerely believe 
‘will foliow its adoption, we must take 
it now or give it up forever.” 


THE BARLEY GROP 


Free Trade in This Cereal Would Be 
Financial Loss to Farmers 


Barley has two great uses, the most 
important being its value as a con- 
-densed food for live stock; the other 
{es the use it is put to in the brewing 
‘of beer. For from barley is made 
malt, one of the chief constituents of 
ale and lager. It was solely for the 
brewing industry that Canada had in 
the past exported her barley to the 
United States prior to the Dingley 
tariff of 1897, This put a duty of 30 
cents per bushel of forty-eight pounds 
on barley entering the States, and on 
barley-malt one of 45 cents per bushel 
of 34 pounds. After the tariff was 
put on, our export of barley dropped 
from 1,674,193 bushels in 1896 to 
787,787 bushels in 1897, and to-day we 
are only exporting to the extent of 
147,596 bushels. The great use of 
barley to ourselves for ourselyes 1s 
as a food for livestock. For this pur- 
pose it is indeed a splendid crop to 
raise. If this grain be fed to cattle 
the land receives the natural return. 
As our livestock increase so will our 


barley. Ontario is the best proof. In* 


spite of the Dingley tariff the mar- 
ket value of her barley crop has in- 
creased from $4,812,194 to $12,900,689 
during the last ten years. It must 
therefore be concluded that allowing 
the free entry of Canadian barley into 
the United States would have no ma- 
terial effect for good on the quality 
or quantity of our barley. Neither 
would it ald towards the financial bet- 
terment of our farmers. It could have 
nothing but an influence towards tle 
continual exhaustion of Canada’s most 
precious and richest heritage, her farm 
ands. 


WOULD LOWER PRICES 


The Results of Opening Canadian Mar- 
kets to Free Entry 


The opening of Canadian markets 
ito the free entry of the natural pro- 
‘ducts from the numerous countries 
mentioned above, it has been shown, 
‘would just afford another repository 
for an extra portion of the billion dol- 
Jars’ worth of farm produce exported 
‘by those countries every year. What 
would this mean to the Canadian farm- 
er, who, with the exception of the 
‘United States, would not have the 
Tight of penetrating the protective 
walls of those countries, which would 
‘be sending increased quantities of pro- 
‘duce into his market? 

(1) It would mean that prices for 
farm produce would be lowered in 
Canada. 

(2) It would mean that the present 
high quality of Canadian products 
would lose their identity through 
mingling with inferior stuff from other 
countries. 

(3) It would mean that United 
States would do most of Canada's ex- 
port trade in grain. 

(4) It would mean that the subsi- 


| dization of steamships plying between 


Canada and the many favored coun- 
tries mentioned above, amounting to 
over 31,000,000 per year, would be 
turned against Canada, inasmuch as 
those subsidized steamships would be 
able to bring foreign products that 
much cheaper .to our markets to com- 
pete against Canadians. 


HELPING THE COMPETITOR 


Just what the opening of our mar- 
kets to the free entry of the agricul- 


| tural products of the “twelve favored 


nations” will mean in dollars and 
cents (not to the Canadian farmer, but 
to his competitor), may be estimated 
when one considers the principal ex- 
ports of those countries and the pro- 
portion of them that Canada now re- 
ceives in spite of the duties. It is only 
reasonable to suppose that if agricul- 
tural produce comes into Canada now 
in the face of various duties, the influx 
will increase greatly if all imposts are 
removed. The farmer will then be 
subjected to a competition he never 
expected, and !nstead of higher prices 
for his produce under reciprocity he 
will surely meet an era of low er prices,

of Her Own Produce 
: Under protection the country has 
made wonderful progress, our popula- 
tion has grown rapidly, our business 
twith Great Britain has largely devel- 
oped, we have built up an immense 
Joter-provincial trade, national sent!- 
iment has strengthened, and all classes 
are prosperous and content, said Hon. | 
Clifford “Sifton. Our home markets 
have so Increased that they are tak- 
{ng 80 per cent. of our total farm pro- 
ucts; while 80 per cent. of the balance 
{s being taken by Great Britain. Under 
those circumstances were there any 
Valid reasons for our entering into any 
peconeene with the United States? 
e have been told that the very best 
bf reasons was that both political par 
taies in Canada for the last 40 years 
had strongly desired reciprocity in 
patural products and that, therefore, 
the proposition needed no considera- 
fon. The opjection to that statement 
s simply that it is untrue. In the 
House of Commons in 1899, Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier said: “If we know the 
hearts and minds of our people at pre- 
ent, I think I am not making too wide 
f statement when I say that the gen- 
eral feeling in Canada fs not in favor 
pf reciprocity.” 


THEY LIKE PROTECTION 


American Farmers Know Its Benefits, 
Hence Fight Reciprocity 


'’The farmers of the United States 
have been given an _ opportunity 
through the present reciprocity agita- 
tion to show their real feeling on the 
subject of protection. An element in 
this country has been wont to set the 
farmers up against the manufacturers, 
to say that the tariff protection en- 
joyed by manufacturers was afforded 
at the expense of agriculture, and that 
the farmers were just waiting an op- 
portunity to burst the chains with 


which they were bound. But what 
are the facts? In no country In the 
world has the principle of protection 
to industry been carried to such great 
lengths as in the United States. On 
many articles the tariff runs up to 
one hundred per cent. or higher. This 
has been the condition almost contin- 
uously for a generation, so that there 
has been ample time for the people to 
learn the merits or demerits of the 
system. Yet the reduction in the tar- 
irf proposed in the Reciprocity Agree- 
ment has met with practically unani- 
mous opposition among the farmers 
of the United States. They want well 
enough left alone. They know the 
prosperity which they have enjoyed 
in common with other classes of the 
population under the present system, 
& prosperity which is based on full 
employment for all with an expanding 
home market. Such prosperity is not 
to be jeopardized lightly. The farmers 
of the United States know from ex- 
perience that there is one outstanding 
test of the success of any system of 
economics. Give us a system, they 
say, which will afford the opportunity 
of work to every citizen, the opportun- 
ity of work presupposing a scale of re- 
muneration which will be adequate to 
the service and to the cost of living. 
Providing all citizens are profitably 
employed, what is lacking for pros- 
perity? Judging the protective sys- 
tem as In force in the United States 
by this standard the farmers are in 
no doubt as to its success. Therefore 
they have protested with all their 
force against a deviation from that 
system. We in this country should 
profit by the experience of the United 
States. 


WHAT WOULD HAPPEN? 


The Canadian Farmer Would Not Get 
as Much for His Butter 


As far as butter is concerned, the 
Reciprocity agreement would mean:— 

(1) Lower prices for the Canadian 
farmer. ; 


(2) The loss of what Ilttle export 
trade he now enjoys. , 

(3) The loss of what small revenue 
now {s realized from imports into 
Canada. 

(4) A general demoralization of the 
dairy industry in Canada due to the 
inevitable lowering of prices and mix- 
ing of foreign and home grades of but- 
ter. 

Canada’s export trade in butter is 
not 60 great at the present time that 
her farmers can afford to emperil their 
dairy industry by a tariff scheme that 
would, in all probability, make the 
country’s imports in this article 
greater than her exports. In the year 
ending 1910 Canada shipped only 
4,615,380 pounds of butter, worth 
$1,010,274. Canada’s Imports of but- 
ter on the other hand amounted to 
687,454 pounds, worth $104,301. 


WHAT THE DEAL AMOUNTS TO 


A Big Loss in Egg Revenue to the 
Canadian Home 


\ Do the farmers of Canada wish to 
give away their home market in eggs, 
and, by so doing, effect the following 
results :— 


(1) The subtraction of at least 3 
cents per dozen from the prices which 
their wives and daughters now re- 
celve, 

(2) The disappointment among the 
women in the farm homes and the con- 
sequent lack of former comforts and 
bright adornments, 

(3) The loss of that independent 
position of controlling one’s own home 
market and the humiliation of having 
a fine economic position undermined 
by cheap foreign oggs. 

(4) The loss to the national trea- 
tury of $70,000 per year, and the result- 
ant reduction of that amount from ex- 
penditures on services of use to the 
farmer and others in the country.

. The American market into which 
the Canadian farmer is to. be invited 
to try his luck is in no need of Cana- 
dian produce. The United States, 
with its great range of territory and its 
‘climate, produces a vast surplus of 
(all kinds of agricultural products, and 
' these products are manipulated by the 
food-distributing trusts to the disad- 
vantage of many of the producers, 
Qo up.and down this country in which 
jthe New England farmers ought to 
tind &@ profitable market, and what do 
you find? You find the cold storage 
plants of the Chicago packing houses 
and of the fruit and dairy trusts, tak- 
|!ng the toll that the farmers ought to 
get from tho breakfast and dinner 
‘tables of the great army of consum- 
pre. Here are some of the prices of 
farms actually on offer at this moment 
wv the New England States. -In the 
ownship of Bethel, Windsor County, 
Vermont,—a farm of 45 acres, $700; 
Another of 90 acres, $1,300; another 
ot 860 acres, $2,600. In the township 
of Brattleboro, Vt., 190 acres, $1,000; 
100 acres, $800; at Chester Depot, 
Rutland County, 195 acres, $2,000; an- 
other of 280 acres for $2,500; another 
of 250 acres for $1,600; unother of 225 
acres, for $1,800; another of 130 
acres, for $2,000. 

In New Hampshire, in the township 
of Tilton, is a farm of 600 acres for 
$4,400; 150 acres for $2,900; in Peter- 
borough, N.H., 176 acres, for $2,900; 
and so one might go on. These prices 
are not exceptional. There are many 
hundreds of farms at such prices— 
farms on which there aré good build- 
ings, and on which, in some cases, 
even stock and implements are thrown 
tn gratis. Moreover, these are not the 
eash prices; in all the instances 
quoted a small cash price and the rest 
on easy terms will suffice. Even at 
such prices purchasers cannot be 
found, -and farm after farm is aban- 
doned. 


NOT OUR SALES AGENT 


Canadians Must Not Allow Uncle Sam 
to Sell for Them

THE POULTRY YARD 


Eggs a Great National Asset for Farm- 
ers’ Wives and Daughters 


One of the most lucrative depart- 
ments of farming in Canada to-day is 
the poultry yard. Because of the 
steady increase in the consumptive de- 


mands of Canadians, the export trade 
of the Dominion In eggs has dwindled 
from nearly twelve million dozen in 
1902 to less than a hundred thousand 
dozen in the fiscal year ending March, 
1911. There has beén with this de- 
crease in exports a corresponding Iin- 
crease in imports, especially from the 
United States. Our imports for con- 
sumption in 1902 were 772,572 dozen, 
and in 1911 the amount imported was 
2,878,640 dozen. In spite of the pro- 
tective’ duty of 8 cents per dozen 
Canada’s demand for eggs is so great 
that she is importing about twenty-. 
five times as many eggs as she Is ex-; 
porting. Why not preserve this great 
national asset for the wives and daugh-: 
ters of our farmers, and thus add to: 
the domestic happiness of the land? — 


WHY THEY WANT OUR WHEAT ° 


Not for United States Consumption, 
But for Export Purposes 

So far as wheat {fs concerned, and 

it is the chief breadstuff that United 

States would like to get from Canada,’ 

pur neighbors do not need Canadian’ 


wheat for their own consumption. 
Their chief purpose in getting free 
wheat from Canada would be to export: 
it through their ports, and to use it for 
milling purposes, thus _ benefitting 
their own courses of transportation. 
Prices would not be helped in any way, 
because the United States has a sur- 
plus production of wheat that will 
make that country an exporter of flour 
and grain for the next hundred years.

He takes those things for granted;

vians, Doukhobors, abound, and if he 
should be the only British-born they 
know, they will judge Canada’s con- 
nection with the British Empire by 
him, and almost‘by him alone. They 
will observe his every peculiarity. If 


'|he displays a Inck of knowledge of the 


English languege, they will wonder if 
all the British are like him. Da_you 
not see that to them he is the pattern 
Imperlalist—a living epistle known 
and read of them? Do you not see 
also, that these people to whom Can- 
‘ada, at the beginning, is a foreign 
country, attractive because it offers 
new chances to acquire material 
wealth, will, to a greater or lesser ex- 
tent, judge the political wisdom of the 
native-born Canadian by what they 
think of his Imperial yokefellow? 

Nowhere, in all the world, has the 
indjvidual Britisher a greater respon- 
sibility than in Canada. He has 
charge of his own reputation; he may 
worthily represent the Imperial con: 
nection; he may bring discredit on 
the native-bom. 
| There has begun, especially in the 
West, the process'of turning out a 
new racial amalgam, similar in es- 
sence ‘to the amalgam which took 
place in Britain during the centuries 
when the early Briton was joined by 
the Roman, and then by the Angle, 
then by the Saxon, then by the Dane, 
and then by the Norman. The West 
is the real crucible of Canadian na- 
tionality. If the British immigrant 
exhibits contempt, ill-nature, ignor- 
ance, towards those who are being 
moulded in this newest crucible of the. 
Empire, he will be an ingyedient of 
fateful] weakness to the amalgam. 

: He may go to Australia, where there 
is practically an entirely British popu- 
Jation, and become an excellent part 
fn the making up of that nation. But 
the responsibility, the opportunity, 
the privilege that belongs to his emi- 
gration to Australia, is not comparable 
to the privilege belonging to his im- 
migration to Canada. There no for- 
eign flag ever appears to challenge 
the devotion of Australians to their 
National Emblem. In thousands of 
homes in Canada a foreign flag has 
the place of choicest honour. 

- And we are told that in the more 
important of our relationships we are 
at the parting of the ways. 

The Imperial Immigrant unlike all 
the rest; finds above him the accus- 
tomed emblem.

| Governments are the strangest in- 
stitutions on earth. They act for the 
ination, but they represent a party. 
Sometimes they are bigger than their 
party, sometimes they are not. Woe 
jbetide the country whose Govern- 
ment is no bigger than the party that 
makes it into a Government. 
Happily, in British countries, the 
spirit of independent freedom is such 
that most Governments serve the 
lecountry pretty well. That is espe- 
clally true in their early years. New 
[Brooms sweep clean. New Govern- 
ents try, as a rule, to sweep clean. 
t is an exhausting enterprise, espe- 
cially where many of the functions of 
government are bound up with the in- 
‘dustrial development of localities. 
Public offices are meant for pure- 
inded patriots—a scarce breed. The 
custom of rewarding with public office 
en who have worked for party ends 
is a bad custom—but it is inevitable in 
a worldly world. For, if there be two 
men equally fitted for a public office 
and one hag worked in an election and 


the other has loftily held aloof from| 


the turmoil of a disputatious episode; 
who should get the office? } 
The best you can do is to do the best 
with available material. What is the 
use of a high-minded man, against 
jwhom nobody can say a word, com- 
plaining that the country is run by 
indifferent politicians if he refuses to 
turn a hand to make political contests 
clean and honourable. We need the 
best men we can get in public life. 
[We need to treat them decently. Ot- 
{awa is only the reflection of the rest, 
of the country. A clean country 
means a clean Ottawa, and vice versa. 
] I have’ been preaching the doctrine 
that, up to the limit of his capacity 
and opportunity, every voter is his 
own Prime Minister. If his voting is 


|||the sole active exercise of his politt- 


cal duty it is as important to him as 
a decision to bring in a great bill is 
important to the Prime Minister. He 
is the ultimate authority for the Prime 
Minister. The Prime Minister is his 
servant; not his master. 


Governments tend to become arro- 
gant when they have comfortable, 
obedient majorities. 

We need not imagine any moral 
Buperiority on our part merely because 
we are not in any Government. Hu- 
man nature is pretty much the same 
in Grit and Tory. Heaven save us 
from becoming perfect political Phari- 
sees. | 
How can Governments be saved? 
They should die young, lest they for- 
get. Take Sir Wilfrid's Government. 
It shows too many signs of autocra- 
tic decrepitude—a phrase that is not 
as paradoxical as it sounds. 

) Is it decrepit? Sir Wilfrid isn’t. 
Some of his Ministers aren’t. But, as 
an entity, it has lived its day. It gives 
no signs of originating policies. It 
does what it feels obliged to do—and 
it does it in that kind ef a way. Take 
| an example: 

! The Grain Growers demanded certain 
things which were never dreamed of 
when the Government came into 
power. Some of those things are con- 
ceded because—well because they had 
to be conceded, or power in the West 
would flee. But other things solemnly 
declared years ago to be vital to re- 
spectable government in Canada re- 
main untouched, and apparently will 
so remain.

It is pretty hard, of course, to put 
yourself in the place of a man who 
lives an entirely different life from 
that of practically all of his fellow-. 
countrymen. Sir Wilfrid is a states- 
man, which is infinitely more than a 
politician. Every statesman is com- 
pelled to make a politician of himself; 
but all the King’s horses and all the 
King’s men could not make a states- 
man out of most of the astutest poli- 
ticians who keep their eyes on public 
opinion, in the hope that they may 
get their hands on the public purse. . 
One of the many disabilities of the 
statesman, I am sure, is that he can 
very seldom do as he would like to do. 
When an vrdent young spirit begins 
to get interested in politics because 
some great question appeals to his 
mind and conscience, he draws mental 
pictures of an ideal Prime Minister— 
a veritable two-edged sword of right- 
eousness—cleaving his way to ever- 
lasting honour; destroying the evil; 
despising the mean, and generally de- 
serving a high place among the apos- 
tles and {dealists of the race. 
Unhappily, that view of things can- 


{{mnot survive a long experience of this 


damaged world. Most of us are not 
highly idealistic persons. The spirit 
of public service for the sake of pub- 
lic service does not too widely abound. 
One of the first things you have to 
learn is that the people who do not 
take an exalted view of public duty 
are citizens just as much as those who 
would die for their country, and starve 
for {t—a much more serious sacrifice. 

I came across what struck me as 
fairly a perfect illustration of this in 
the conversation of an excellent citi- 
zen of Brockville the other day. The 
Minister of Railways is a Brockville 
man, and my friend was _ roundly 
abusing bim because his department 
had put men to work in Halifax just 
about election time on jobs which had 
more relation to the necessities of the 
election than to the needs of the Inter- 
colonial Railway. I ventured to sug- 
gest to him that probably the Minister 
would far rather not do that sort of 
thing, but that he might feel himself 
obliged to do it because of long-estab- 
lished custom; because of certain ob- 
igations which have been incurred in 
the past; because of half a dozen rea- 
sons, not one of them good in the

If she is wise she 
will refuse to sacrifice one tittle or 
ot of the independence that is her 
chieftest insurance for future politi- 
cal greatness within the Empire and 
las a neighbor of the Republic. . 


Trade has become an expression of 
political ambition. I mean, of course, 
trade in its largest aspects, as it is 
the subject of treaties and statutes 
and elections. Some people try to 
make out that there is nothing more 
n international trading relationships 
than there is in a lady buying goods 
over the counter.

A System of Imperial Preferential 
Tariffs Would Injure the States 


Champ Clark, in his famous speech 
at Chicago, said: ‘The time ,probably 
the last time, when this can be realized 
has arrived. The future union of all 
parts of the British Empire in a com- 
mercial federation 1s almost certain. 
When that shail have been concluded, 
under a system of preferential advan- 
tages securing the English market to 
the colonial producer of raw material 
and food products, and the colonial 
market to the English manufacturer, 
it will strike the United States a dou- 
ble blow. Our best customer, Great 
Britain, and our third best, Canada, 
will trade less and’less with us and 
more and more with each other. And 
it will then be permanently impossible 
to repair our error. Political and eco- 
nomic weather signals indicate that 
should the present measure fall no 


other can succeed for many years, if 
ever,” E 


| DESERTED FARMS 


The Decline of Farming In New Eng- 
land is Proceeding Apace 


Do the Canadian farmers imagine 
that they can invade the markets of 
the United States, and succeed where 
80 many American farmers fail? If 
80, let them make a survey of farming 
conditions east of the Mississippi in 
the United States. If there were any 
virtue in this cry of free access to a 
market of ninety millions of people, 
or if the United States had even be- 
gun to have reached its limit of pro- 
duction, surely these farmers would at 
least have begun to feel the benefit 
of it. Exactly the reverse is the case. 

The United States census reports of 
the 20-year period from 1880 to 1900 
show that in that time no fewer than 
15,344 farms in New England went out 
of existence; that there were 17,000 
less farmers in these States at the 
end of the period than at the begin- 
ning, and that some 5,000,000 acres 
of land that were in cultivation in 
1880 went out of tillage and cultiva- 
tion. 

And, thanks to the trusts, the pro- 
fits of the farmers in the great mar- 
kets now to be placed open to the peo- 
ple of Canada are so small that the 
decline of farming in New England is 
still progressing, despite free access 
to the market of ninety millions of 
People. Last year—the year of their 
census—there were in New England 
187,418 farms, which {is 2.8 less per 
cent. than the number at the census 
of 1900. The total acreage of these 
farms in 1910 was 13,674,000 acres, 
and in the acreage there had been, in 
the last ten years, a decrease of 4.8 
per cent. Of this total acreage not 
quite one-half—or, to be exact, 7,242, 
000 acres—was improved land. 

And here, too, there had been a de- 
crease, and a very substantial one, for 
{t amounted to almost 11 per cent. 
This is where the effect of abandon- 


ing appears, the land of these aban- 
doned farms having passed out of cul- 


the agricultural production of the New 
England States. 


RUIN THE HORSE TRADE 


A Result That is Bound to Follow the 
Reciprocity Agreement 


“I have spent.the last fifteen years 
dealing with the farmers in live stock 
and farming,” said James Cobban,, 
West Middlesex, “and I claim that the 
farmers will not better the prices they 
now secure by any access to the 
United States. I have shipped 270 
horses out of this country to the West 
this year. Last year we shipped 500 
horses, and I tell you that all the 
competititon we have is from the 
United States . In one town in the 
West to which we have shipped 11 
cars of horses this year there have 
been 27 cars of horses brought in from 
the United States. If reciprocity 
comes into force, I say it will demor- 
alize the Ontario horse trade at once.” 


DESTROY OUR MARKETS 


Reciprocity Would Also Split Up Con- 
federation, Sald Sir James Whitney 


Sir James Whitney, speaking at 
Walkerton, quoted from speeches 
made and newspaper articles written 
in the United States proving that the 
ultimate desire of Americans was the 
annexation of Canada. He said: “I do 
not say it will cqme in six months, but 
I do say that what President Taft and 
others say they mean, and we should 
thank them for the candid, open, bald 
and unblushing way in which they 
have said what they think will happen 
under reciprocity It would mean the 
destruction of hottie markets, the ruin 
of East and Wets trade, the split up 
of Confederation, und would leave two 
streaks of rust running from Winnipe 
to the Atlantic ocvan.” He emphatl- 
cally announced that the Ontario Gov- 
ernment would make no change in 
their policy covering the export of 
pulpwood from the province, despite 
the efforts of President Taft along 
that line.

Hon. G. W. Ross Says Canada Must 
Not Become Entangled with the 
‘ States 
“Canada does not stand in any great 
nued of a reciprocity treaty with the 
‘United States,” says G. W. Ross, for 
mer Premier of Ontario, “Let us re: 


‘his fellow-men: ‘I was well, I wanted 
to be better, and here I lie.’ We are 
prosperous. Reciprocity might fur 
nish a better market for the minor 
products of the farm here and there, 
but that js a small matter. Let us 
not want to be better unless we are 
sure of the effects of the medicine. 
We are free from entanglements with 
the United States. We cannot be em- 
barrassed by any amendments we 
make jn our tariff, or if we are we can 
alter it ourselves. A treaty we cannot 
alter. We have taken the duty off 
binder twine and barbed wire and 
corn, and wo have given the Americans 
a free list of goods under which they 
sold us last year $79,471,000 worth of 
merchandise on which there was no 
duty. If they are anxious for better 
trade relations with Canada, let them 
negotiate through their own Congress 
at Washington, and reduce their tariff 
as {t may suit them and let us rect- 
procate, if we deem It expedient, 
through the Parliament of Canada. 
An adjustment ofthe trade relations 
between the two countries by the in- 
dependent legislation of both rather 
than by treaty is the only safe course, 
as it affords publicity in the first {n- 
stance and admits of perfect freedom 
of action thereafter. In the mean- 
time let Canada continue to sell her

AN EMPTY SHADOW 


Canada Would Suffer with Its Cheese 
Selling at American Prices 


— 


The advocates of Reciprocity with 
the United States would turn from the 
splendid British market and send our 
cheese across the ‘border to New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, and 
other large American centres. They 
argue that prices are higher in the 
United States than in Canada, and that 
Canadian cheese makers. will be able 
to hold their present enviable position 
on the British markets and supply the 
Btates too. This policy reminds one 
of the old fable about the dog with a 
large, succulent steak in his mouth 
jumping into the water in a vain at- 
tempt to secure a bigger plece of 
meat. The bigger piece turned out to 
be only a shadow, and the poor dog, 
besides being disappointed, lost the 
choice morsel that he had been carry- 
ing. Canada, in the year ending 1909, 
shipped 176,408,960 pounds of cheese, 
worth $22,106,108, to Great: Britain. 
The average value per pound was 
12 63-100 cents. - But, had Canada re- 
ceived for her cheese an average price 
equal to that received by the cheese- 
makers of the United States for their 
exports to Great Britain, he would 
have realized a total return of only 
$21,753,118, or a loss of $352,990.

BAD FOR APPLE GROWERS 


The West Would be Swamped with 
Washington and Oregon Fruit 


Sam Nesbitt, M.P.P., speaking at 
Campbellford, said he would take five 
electors from the constituency for a 
tour around Ontario and thence to 
New York State, and thus give them 
all an opportunity to judge the condi- 
tions governing the apple growing in- 
dustry in the two countries. He 
pointed out that the State of Washing- 
ton was expected soon to produce 
20,000,000 barrels of apples a year and 
Oregon would have a yield of 7,000,000 
barrels yearly. In these States fruit 
trees would yield_a full crop in five 
or six years, a8 compared with ten or 
twelve years in Ontario. The Ontario 
grower would thus be unable to com- 
pete with the United States grower in 
the Western provinces. Last year, he 
paid, he had sold 11,000 barrels of 
apples in the Western provinces. 
This year he had found it impossible 
to make‘contracts for the sale of 
apples in the West until after election 
day. Buyers in Prince Edward 
County, he said, had already reduced 
their purchases to await the result of 
the polling on Sept. 21.
